



SMART RACING AT HARLEM. 

There was a heavy track at Harlem Tuesday. 
Yet but one ot the six races was won easily. 
All the other finishes were full of interest and 
contention. 

A good thing came near going wrong in the 
first race. J. M. Murphy’s Streamer, although 
never before at the post, was a pronounced 
favorite. He had to do the best he could to win 
by a head from Cheval d’Or, and the latter beat 
Mizzoura a head. Streamer is a game colt. 
His response to Hill’s punishment in the last 
sixteenth gained the verdict. Cheval d’Or seemed 
to be winning at the end of the stand, but from 
there on dwelt just enough to lose. 

Howitzer, half-brother of the winner of the 
opening event, got away flying in the second 
race. Warren Point was off badly, but closed 
on his horse and got to the front at the head of 
the stretch and won a good race. Howitzer 
clung to him the final quarter. Borden was a 
poor third. 

A stubborn contest of three-sixteenths landed 
-^^Moncreith in the third race. Joe Clark and 
Pete Kitchen cut sorry figures at the finish. 

Galen Brown introduced the Riley — Modesty 
filly, Daisy F, in the fourth race and won it. 
Benneville was reputed to be of stake class, but 
after showing prominently for half a mile, he 
went to the ruck. Don’t Skip Me and Daisy F 
were lapped, with Daisy F on the outside, as 
they rounded for home. Don’t Skip Me bore 
out all the way and carried Daisy F to the ex- 
treme outside. Don’t Skip Me will not run 
from the whip. Clawson, on Daisy F, lost his 
whip at the furlong post. After a jostling drive 
Daisy F got home first by a fraction of a head. 
Albertvale, next to the last along the back- 
stretch, came through the ruck in the last 
quarter and finished stoutly on the oxtreme 
inside. Don’t Skip Me was disqualified. Colo- 
g nel Clark declared that such tactics as H. Mar- 
^ tin pursued would not be tolerated at Harlem. 
He will insist upon every boy doing his utmost, 
within the rules, to win ; but that utmost must 
be fair and not such as will impede any other 
horse in the race. 

The fifth race was not strong exercise for the 
prohibitive favorite, Rush. 

Three horses finished nbses and heads apart 
in the closing event. May W. was backed 
heavily. Tom Collins and Ramiro II. had fair 
support. May W. and Ramiro II. lost ground 
the first quarter. May W. was used too much 
in the second quarter and Collins was a length 
to the good at the eighth pole. May W. was at 
his heels. Then Ramiro II. drew up. At the 
sixteenth pole all three were under high pres- 
sure and Ramiro II. seemed to be winning. In 
the last seventy yards May W. rallied. She was 
the strongest at the end and in two more strides 
would have won. 

During the afternoon the following horses 
were excused by the judges: Dorothy III, from 
the third race; Diggs, from the fourth; Toluca, 
from the fifth; Me Jacks, Bellicoso and Lin- 
stock, from the sixth. 

A carload of horses belonging to William 
Oliver and R. Bradley arrived at Harlem 
shortly after the last race. 

Secretary Nathanson received a telegram 
from St. Louis telling that Foster Bros’ handi- 
cap horse Dr. Sheppard is suffering from pleur- 
isy.

THE CALIFORNIA SEASON’S RESULT. 

The Breeder and Sportsman of San Francisco 
says of the past Californian season of racing 
aad speculation about it on both the Ingleside 
and Oakland courses: 

‘‘The season has been a disastrous one for the j 
bookmakers and heavy plungers. But one pen- 



ciler is a big winner on the season, and that is 
Joe Rose, who is fully $30,000 ahead on the three 
books operated by him. He and his confreres 
appear to be able to win where nearly every one 
else has failed. Rose is $25,000 winner in his 
own book, while W. Jackman, better known as 
‘English Bill,’ is $20,000 ahead on a bank roll of 
$2,000 which Joe Rose staked him to originally. 
Jackman is a strange figure in the gambling 
world. When poolrooms were in full blast in 
this city ten or twelve years ago Jackman ran 
the proverbial ‘shoestring’ up to $27,000, which 
he afterw r ard lost in a few weeks. He has been 
‘broke’ for five or six years. Jack Atkins, who 
has been operating for Joe Rose the past month 
or two, is $5,000 to the good. 

“Pete Riley went away about $10,000 winner in 
the early part of the season. W. E. Applegate 
is also credited with winning a like amount, 
but he won the most of his money from the out- 
side. John Humphreys, a very conservative 
bookmaker, Tom Hurlick and Phil Archibald 
are small winners, anywhere from $3,000 to 
$ 6 , 000 . 

But the array of losers is a most formidable 
one. George Rose is said to be $27,000 loser, 
although he was fully $10,000 behind on the 
season at one time. He paid a princely sum for 
the field book privileges at both tracks and 
they have not been remunerative this season, 
and, in fact, have just about paid expenses. 
For a while George Rose operated three books 
and a fortune was gobbled up in a losing streak 
of a couple of weeks. 

“Max Blumenthal dropped a bank roll of 
$20,000, but he is still on deck. Barney Schreiber 
possibly quit $5,000 loser and John Coleman lost 
a similar amount, notwithstanding that he was 
$25,000 winner at one stage of the game. John 
O’Neil and Frank Eckert are about even on 
their operations, losing their winnings of $30,000 
the latter part of the meeting. Joe Harlan let 
a bank roll of $10,000 slip through his fingers. 
Charles Walter, who has a penchant for laying 
the longest prices against horses that look to 
have no chance, was a consistent loser through- 
out the season and went home $20,000 to the bad. 
Sam Summerfield and George Wheelock were 
small losers, but nothing to speak about, Jack 
Newman of St. Louis, got rid of $10,000. Hugh 
Jones and W. Cheppu are each probably $5,000 
loser by going on the block. W. Beverly is be- 
hind this year on his ring operations, which is 
quite a new experience for him. Herman Hoff- 
man, the Anaconda Club, Ed Wallace and 
Caesar Young quit loser. Every book that went 
on periodically during the season with a small 
bank roll fell by the wayside, with the excep- 
tion of two or three noted above. 

“Charles Quinn was the only pluuger on the 
outside who won anything to speak of. He went 
east $25,000 ahead of the game. 

“Plunger Ed Purser had a most disastrous 
season, but is supposed to have recouped some 
of his losses on Cromwell, who won at odds of 
15 to 1 the other day. 

“Elie Perles, as usual, had access to more 
bank rolls than any other layer of odds in this 
vicinity. 

“W’illiam Fitch made money on the block, 
but lost it back ‘on the outside.’ 

Bowling Brook’s Trouble. 

New York, June 7.— Bowling Brook will prob- 
ably not race again. He has given way in the 
inside portion of the suspensory ligament on 

the nigh front leg.

After the race at St. Louis in which Crocket 
beat Loving Cup a neck, Captain Tilles, who 
backed Loving Cup heavily, went to J. C. Cahn, 
owner of Crocket, and offered to back Loving 
Cup in a match race at six furlongs under the 
same weights as the two carried for $5, OCX). Mr. 
.Cahn declined the offer, though he intimated 
he would consider it if the distance were made 
a mile. 

Following the example of Messrs. Clay & 
Woodford of the Runnymede Stud, Col. Wm. S. 
Barnes, proprietor of the Melbourne Stud, has 
employed Dr. Jameson of Bourbon County to 
spay eight of his fillies. 



Sir Walter is the latest declaration from the 
Suburban Handicap. The work of the old horse 
was not found of a nature to warrant his prepa- 
ration for so bruising a race.
